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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that Applicants' 
arguments are not persuasive. With regards to claim 8, Applicants failed to show that the applied prior art reference to Beasley does not 
anticipate the claim. Namely, Applicants argue that Beasley fails to teach a layer changing in thickness in response to light. Examiner 
respectfully asserts that this argument is in error. Examiner points out that Beasley teaches a layer which changes thickness in response 
to the measuring of a change in evanescent wave coupling (light), which itself arises due to a change in pressure (column 4, lines 3-16). 
Therefore, Beasley does teach a layer changing in thickness in response to light. Furthermore, regarding claims 1 and 12, Applicants 
failed to show that a prima facie case of obviousness has not been properly made. Regarding claim 1 , Applicants argue that the applied 
prior art reference to Bergh fails to teach a refractive index changing in response to polarization of ight. Examiner respectfully asserts that 
this argument is in error. Examiner points out that the refractive index of the crystal taught by Bergh is selected based on a selection of 
polarization of light (column 2, line 64 - column 3, line 16). Therefore, Bergh does teach a refractive index changing in response to a 
change in polarization of light. Regarding claim 12, Appicants argue that Bergh fails to teach a change in polarization of light in response 
to a parameter. Examiner respectfully asserts that this argument is in error. Examiner points out that the polarization of light taugth by 
Bergh changes in response to the presence of the birefrengent crystal (column 2, lines 50-63). Therefore, Bergh teaches a polarization 
change in response to a parameter. Examiner maintains the Final Rejection is proper. . 
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
